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City Council Opposes Zoning 
Change in Lakeside North

For the third time in six years, a Greenbelt city coun¬ 
cil has looked unfavorably at a proposal for the development of 
the 19.4 acre Lakeside North tract at a density of 21 rental units 
per acre (R-18 zoning). By a unanimous 5-0 vote, the city coun¬ 
cil recommended to the county commissioners that the petition 
(A7913) for a change from the present R-30 zoning (14 apartment 
units per acre) be denied. 
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Council Seeks Public 
Views on Youth Center 

Following up the voters’ 2 to 1 
endorsement at last week’s refer¬ 
endum election of the $950,000 bond 
issue for capital improvements, the 
city council moved ahead rapidly 
at its Monday. Dec 2 meeting, to 
implement the decision. 

The council authorized the city 
manager: 

(1) to enter into negotiations for 
the acquisition of land, 

(2) to institute applications for 
Federal and State open-space 
funds, 

(3) to continue negotiations with 
the owners of Springhill Lake 
for the site of the new Spring- 
hill Lake Recreation Building, 

(4) to compile the necessary data 
for council's use in selecting an 
architect for the Youth Center 
addition. 

Council agreed to hold a public 
hearing in January to get the pub¬ 
lic's views on what is needed in 
the Youth Center. There was somd 
discussion whether the city should 
first prepare Youth Center plans 
for citizen comment. It was finally 
decided that the first public hear¬ 
ing on the subject should be as 
unlimited as possible in scope, with 
the council being primarily “lis¬ 
teners.” 

After the council gets the views 
of the residents, it would sit down 
with the Park and Recreation Ad¬ 
visory Board to work up a gener¬ 
al design. At this stage, it was 
thought, the architect would be 
brought in. 

Council also agreed to hold a 
public hearing (date to be set) on 
the proposals for improvements in 
Southway Rd., including the possi¬ 
ble designation by the State Roads 
Commission and the Federal Go¬ 
vernment of Southway and Cres¬ 
cent as an urban secondary road. 
City manager James K. Giese said 
that such a designation was needed 
in order for Greenbelt to learn 
whether it could meet the ulti¬ 
mate design standards set down by 
the Federal Government for Fed¬ 
eral highway aid. 

Giese said that “then we will 
be able to determine whether or 
not construction to these standards 
can be taken without materially 
disturbing the adjacent developed 
property.” 

Giese maintained that the re¬ 
questing of this designation will 
not restrict the city in any way 
in constructing this road and that 
the city can always undertake the 
improvement strictly with city 
funds, if adherence to the Federal 
standards will have adverse effects 
on local residential areas. 

Mayor Edgar Smith said he 
wanted to proceed very carefully 
on this project because it was the 
most controversial and misunder¬ 
stood of the entire capital im¬ 
provements package. Councilman 
Gerald Gough suggested that the 
city’ s Advisory Planning Board 
make recommendations in this 
area. 

Giese also recommended that a 
series of public hearings be held 
to get citizens’ views on the devel¬ 
opment of the parks . These hear¬ 
ings will await the report of T. D. 
Donovan and Associates who were 
hired by the city to prepare a park 
development plan.

PG Board of Education 
Authorizes New Study 

Dr, Willard S. Elsbree of Tea¬ 
chers College, Columbia University, 
has been retained by the Prince 
Georges’ Board of Education to 
study ways to change the adminis¬ 
trative set-up of the school system 
to meet the educational needs of 
the County in the 1970’ and 1980’s. 

Preliminary plans for this study 
were discussed by Superintendent 
William S. Schmidt and Dr. Els¬ 
bree in a conference held on Oc¬ 
tober 4. Dr. Elsbree also met 
briefly with other members of the 
professional staff. 

Assisting in the project will be 
Dr Robert A. Streeter, Associate 
in the Institute of Field Studies at 
Teasers College, Columbia Uni¬ 
versity. Streeter had worked with 
Dr. Elsbree in a previous study of 
organization for the Board of Edu¬ 
cation. 

In preparation of the report. Dr. 
Elsbree and Dr. Streeter will be 
be talking with members of the 
staff, representatives from the 
principals’ associations, and also 
with officials of other County agen- 
cie who have a reponsibility for 
charting and directing the overall 
growth and expansion of Prince 
Georges County, such as the Mary¬ 
land-National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission, Depts. of 
Health, Recreation, Public Works 
and WSSC. 

Breakdown of tfoting 

On §ity Bond Issue

Although voters living in single 
family dwellings in Greenbelt ac¬ 
count for a small percentage of re¬ 
gistered voters eligible to vote in 
municipal elections (28%). they 
turned out on November 26 in lar¬ 
ger numbers than did residents of 
the other areas of the city bo vote 
on the $950,000 bond issue for capi¬ 
tal improvements. Accounting for 
34% of the total vote cast in that 
election, they probably were the 
decisive factor in the heavy en¬ 
dorsement given to the „proposed 
development program for the city. 
Two civic associations from these 
areas—Boxwood Civic Assn, and 
Lakeside Citizens Assn. — had pre¬ 
viously voted to endorse the bond 
issue. 

Residents of GHI living south of 
Northway also turned out in num¬ 
bers greater than their actual per¬ 
centage of registered voters. Com¬ 
prising 42% of the voters in the 
election, these residents constitute 
a mere 33% of registered voters 
throughout the city. 

The situation was reversed in 
Springhill Lake, where registered 
voters comprise 23% of the total 
registered throughout the city. In 
this election only 8% of the votes 
cast came from Springhill Lake. 

City-wide only 40% of registered 
voters (851 out of 21,120) actually 
voted in the election. But percen¬ 
tages from areas consisting of sin¬ 
gle family dwellings and the sou¬ 
thern end of old Greenbelt contri¬ 
buted a larger percentage of the 
vote, while residents of apartment 
developments (with the exception 
of the original apartment buildings 
on Parkway and Crescent) voted in 
smaller numbers, probably because 
of a higher turn-over of residents 
in those areas. 

The percentage of votes cast 
from each of the areas, as com¬ 


pared to the total number of voters 
registered, was as follows: 

GHI south of Northway 49% 

GHI north of North way 38% 

Lakeside 54% 

Boxwood Village 59% 

Lakewood 44% 

Woodland Hills 43% 

Old Apartments (Parkway & 

Crescent) 48% 

New apartments, exclusive of 

Springhill Lake 34%

Special Meeting to Hear 
Zoning Exception Requests 

Three requests for a special zon¬ 
ing exception will be the subject 
of a special city council meeting, 
tentatively scheduled for Wednes¬ 
day evening, December 11 at 8:30 
p.m. The first is a request by the 
Greenbelt American Legion for an 
addition to tihe Post home to be 
used as a private club. The sec¬ 
ond is a request by the Holy Cross 
Lutheran Church for construction 
of a 200-bed nursing and care home 
for senior citizens on church pro¬ 
perty at 22 Ridge. 

Both special exceptions will be 
considered by the county commis¬ 
sioners sitting as the District Coun¬ 
cil in Upper Marlboro on Tuesday, 
December 17, at 10:30 a.m. 

The third exception involves a 
request by Brae Brooke Village 
(Louis Zuckerman-owner) for 
permission to construct an excess 
of bedroom units in the 33-acre 
R-18 apartment tract which is lo¬ 
cated just outside the city limits 
on Glenn Dale Road across from 
Goddard Space Flight Center. The 
county commissioners recently 
amended the zoning ordinance to 
limit the number of bedroom units 
permitted in an apartment project. 
Apparently the special exception 
is being asked because the project 
is already far along in the plan¬ 
ning process. 


Appearing for the petitioners 
were the contract owner David 
Hillman and his attorney, Harry 
Taylor, Jr. Hillman requested the 
R-18 zoning so that he could con¬ 
struct 125 townhouses on a 4-acre 
tract of land that was left vacant 
by the original construction of 
276 Lakeside North apartment un¬ 
its in a cluster on one part of the 
property. 

Hillman argued that the 4 acres 
were unsuitable for anything else 
and that the construction would 
benefit the city by increasing the 
assessable tax base. He declared 
that his project would be a physi¬ 
cal asset to the community and 
would attract the same high-type 
clientele that now occupies the pre¬ 
sent Lakeside North apartments. 

He answered one of the objec¬ 
tions of the city's Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Board that R-18 zoning would 
cause an undue strain on the ele¬ 
mentary schools by noting that on¬ 
ly an estimated 31 school children 
would come from the new project. 

The APB had also objected to 
the rezoning on the grounds that 
conditions have not changed since 
the owner had last petitioned for 
R-18 zoning in 1965 and was turned 
down. The APB further noted that 
the revised Area 13 plan does not 
show any change in zoning from 
the present R-30. 

History 

The council had first turned 
down R-18 zoning for this land in 
1962 and the owner - Garvin and 
Martin - then offered a covenant 
to build townhouses at a density 
not to exceed 12 units an acre. The 
covenant contained a clause that 
it would be inoperative if the ex¬ 
pected newly-created zoning cate¬ 
gory R-30 was substituted for the 
R-18 category. The owners subse¬ 
quently amende^ their zoning pe¬ 
tition to ask for R-30. This was 
granted by the county commission¬ 
ers and the parcel was then de¬ 
veloped with the number of R-30 
apartment units (276) authorized 
for the entire tract constructed in 
a cluster. 

Taylor noted that these events 
had occurred under previous own¬ 
ership and that Hillman had not 
taken over until early 1967. He 
pleaded with the council not to let 
the history of this tract color the 
council’s decision on the petition. 
He promised iron-clad binding 
commitments to assure the con¬ 
struction of townhouses. 

Council Reaction 

Councilman Francis White took 
issue with Hillman’s statement 
that the four acres were serving 
no purpose as undeveloped land. He 
reminded Hillman that they con¬ 
stituted the necessary open space 
to support R-30 zoning for the en¬ 
tire tract. White suggested that 
the land could be cleaned up and 
used as a recreation area. 

Mayor Edgar Smith was joined 
by his colleagues when he expres¬ 
sed the view that no need was ev¬ 
ident for increasing the density of 
the tract. Councilman Gerald 
Gough assured the petitioners that 
the city has spent much time to 
develop an orderly policy on land 
development. It is unfortunate, 
he said, that Hillman fell heir to 
the situation, but when a develop¬ 


er buys land he also buys the lia¬ 
bilities that go with the land. 

Levin Request 

The council next took up another 
request by a builder-developer. At 
the previous meeting, Harry Levin, 
on behalf of the permit holder, 
Boxwood Village, Inc., asked the 
city to waive the building permit 
requirement that a sidewalk be 
built along Lastner Lane and Ivf 
Lane. 

Council sentiment was general¬ 
ly against the waiver for fear that 
the city would have no assurance 
that sidewalks would be built when 
the property is eventually devel¬ 
oped. White was for immediate 
construction of sidewalks since 
they would be an asset no matter 
how the property was developed. 
Smith indicated that he would be 
satisfied with a bond to assure fu¬ 
ture construction. At the sugges¬ 
tion of Gough, the matter was 
tabled until the next meeting so 
as to give management a chance 
to explore other matters pending 
wth the developer, such as purch¬ 
ase of parcel 7. 

Other Matters 

Routine housekeeping tasks took 
up the rest of the meeting. The 
council approved the purchase of 
a four-wheel drive utility truck 
for $2,739 from the International 
Harvester Company and a Plym¬ 
outh Fury I police squad car for 
$2,340. 

City employees were granted ex¬ 
tra half-days off on December 24 
and 31. The council approved two 
ordinances accepting streets in Un¬ 
iversity Square and portions of 
Springhill Lane and Breezewood 
Drive into the city road system. 

Council approved reappointment 
of Benjamin Rosenzweig to the 
Employee Relations Board for a 
three-year term. 


City Notes 

Construction on the Greenbelt li¬ 
brary has progressed far enough 
that the contractor has requested a 
city permit to construct a drive¬ 
way and sidewalk adjacent to the 
building. The original plans, how¬ 
ever, required some modification, 
since they failed to take into con¬ 
sideration the presence of a catch 
basin at that location. Most of 
the external brick work on the li¬ 
brary appears to be complete. 

* * * 

Although one of the municipal 
garbage trucks was in the shop 
for two days last week for needed 
transmission work, the trash crew 
were able to stay on schedule by 
substituting two open body trucks 
to complete the route. They also 
worked during the Thanksgiving 
holiday. The leaf vacuum continues 
in operation, but demands upon 
it have been excessively heavy dur¬ 
ing the last few days. 

During a spell of good weather 
after Thanksgiving, the Public 
Works Dept, completed the repav¬ 
ing of the intersection of Westway 
at Lakeside Dr. 

The Parks crew have finished 
planting of flowering crab apple 
trees in Boxwood Village and are 
proceeding with the planting of 
maple trees throughout the area.

A Letter from Alaska 

Dear Everybody: 

Fairbanks is beginning to feel 
the cold clutch of winter. Our aver¬ 
age is about 20° below now which 
really isn’t too bad. (Listen to me - 
I sound like a native Alaskan. It’s 
getting so I regard 5° above as posi¬ 
tively balmy.) 

The weather in Fairbanks is very 
dry and you don’t feel tht cold 
very much at all. I’ve been colder 
during some of those wet, windy, 
snowstorms we have in Maryland. 
But not feeling it, you sometimes 
forget to allow for it. Last week, 
I bought a bunch of bananas and 
left them with the other grocer¬ 
ies in the car while I did my laun¬ 
dry. When I came out they were 
sort of an icky black and frozen 
solid. And you never have to 
worry about ice cream melting, 
I have to put it in the freezer 
to thaw out. 

I’m also learning to do lots of 
things I've never done before. Like 
shooting a gun. Once. They’re 
LOUD things, aren’t they? Would 
you believe I not only missed the 
side of a cardboard box, I missed 
the hill! Weil, I’ve tried it and 
that’s that. Cardboard boxes are 
safe from me. Not to mention the 
moose. Speaking of moose, I’ve 
seen three. Once while driving 
down Chena Hot Springs road, I 
saw a cow knee-deep in a little 
lake, eating water plants. And 
another time, I saw a cow and a 
calf crossing a grassy field. They’re 
very majestic creatures. It’s a- 
gainst the law to shoot anything 
but the bulls and they seem to have 
the sense to stay out of sight. 

I wear my parka to work every¬ 
day now. It’s fur, trimmed with 
wolf and very bulky. Between 
that, slacks, knee-high boots and 
thick gloves, driving a Volkswagen 
is a real adventure. I practically 
have to get myself out of the car 
with a shoe-horn. 

Darkness is beginning to close in 
on on us now. The sun rises about 
8:30 in the morning and sets about 
2:30 in the afternoon. What makes 
it extra depressing is that the radio 
has a charming little habit of an¬ 
nouncing every morning just how 
many minutes of daylight we’ve 
lost. And I live in a basement a- 
partment with the windows high up 
on the wall. Sometimes I get the 
feeling that I’m living in a hole. 
Oh well, it’s warm and I can’t 
complain about that. 

We had a real corker of an 
earthquake about three weeks ago. 

I couldn’t decide whether to run 
or faint, when, in fact, I was too 
scared to do either. I sat in Dr. 
Davis, office and watched the dra¬ 
wers come out of the file cabinets 
and the crack in the wall grow a 
little larger. Actually, I thought 
I behaved rather well, until I heard 
Dr. Davis telling somebody “She 
cried through the whole thing”. An 
earthquake is an experience! And 
one I can live without. 

We have about four inches of 
snow on the ground. We had our 
first snowfall about a month ago, 
but it’s been so cold it doesn’t go 
away. The roads are fairly clear, 
though, at least the main ones, and 
people up here seem to know how 
to live with it. 

I hope to be home for about two 
weeks over the Christmas holidays. 
If all goes well, weather-wise and 
the ice fog doesn’t close in, I should 
be home sometime around the 22nd. 
I’m looking forward to seeing all 
of you.

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Fire Prevention Tip 
For December 

Your tree will become dry and 
very flammable within a week and 
the needles will fall off UNLESS 
THESE RULES ARE FOLLOW¬ 
ED — 

(1) Cut off base of tree at an angle 
one inch above the original cut. 

(2) Leave tree outside until you are 
ready to trim it. 

(3) Keep tree in deep pan of water 
for entire period it is kept in¬ 
side the house. 

(4) Add water each day to keep le¬ 
vel above the cut. 

(5) Place tree away from stoves, 
radiators and other sources of 
heat. 

(6) Do not set tree near any exit. 

(7) Keep light bulbs free from con¬ 
tact with needles. (Use Alum¬ 
inum reflectors). 

(8) Place tree in a sturdy base 
which cannot be easily tipped 
over. Do not use plastic ma¬ 
terials on your tree. 

(9) Secure tree against accidental 
tipping by attaching invisible 
guy wires to walls or ceiling. 

(10) Use Only “UL” approved elec¬ 
tric lights with cords in good 
condition. 

(11) Never use candle lights on a 
tree. 

(12) No smoking near the tree. 

(13) Use glass wool - or asbestos 
snow for decorating. 

14) Remove gift wrapping from 
house as, soon as possible and 
place them in your trash can 
and close the lid. 

(15) Dispose of the tree by follow¬ 
ing instructions of the Fire De¬ 
partment and the City Manage¬ 
ment 

Do not give your trees to any¬ 
one but fire department or city 
trash collection personnel. 

(16) Oooperate with us in our an¬ 
nual tree burning ceremony. 

(17) FTame proofing of trees. — 9 
oz. of Borax & 4 oz. of Boric 
Acid to 1 gal. water.

CHRISTMAS STAMPS 

Millions of Americans will be see¬ 
ing the Angel Gabriel this Christ¬ 
mas season. 

This year’s 6-cent Christmas 
stamp will reproduce a portion of 
“The Annunciation,” by Jan Van 
Eyck, the great 15th century Flem¬ 
ish artist. The painting is one of 
the major workc in the National 
Gallery of Art in Washington, D.C. 

The detail of the painting that 
has been adapted for the 6-cent 
stamp is a richly-robed Angel Ga¬ 
briel, with wings of pea-cock fea¬ 
thers. Van Eyck produced this 
masterworh about 1425-30 when he 
was court painter to Philip the 
Good of Burgundy. 

A Brussels resident sold the 
small Van Eyck painting to Wil¬ 
liam II of the Netherlands in 1819. 
Czar Nicholas of Russia acquired 
it in 1850 and the USSR sold it to 
Andrew Mellon, of Pittsburg, in 
chase. 

1937 as part of a $6.5 million pur- 

“The Annunciation” was painted 
on wood, but has now been trans¬ 
ferred to canvas. 

Van Eyck perfected the new 
technique Of oil painting, which 
displaced the tempora method of 
the Italian school of art. The egg 
yolk binding the pigment in the 
tempera method dried so quickly 
that the artist could not blend his 
paints to achieve subtle gradua¬ 
tions. 

With more flexible oil paint. Van 
Eyck revolutionized art. He was 
able to render the texture of ma¬ 
terials, ranging from cold, polished 
stone to the fragile petals of flow¬ 
ers. Consequently, he is regarded 
as one of the most important fi¬ 
gures in the history of art. 

Van Eyck’s career preceded by 
one generation that of Hans Mem- 
ling, a fellow Flemish artist, 
whose "Madonna and Child with 
Angels” was reproduced in last 
year’s highly acclaimed Christmas 
stamp.
